Starting Friday March 22, 
2013 through Sunday March 
31, 2013 Aruba airport is ex¬ 
pecting several charter flights 
from mostly Caracas and 
Maracaibo, Venezuela, where 
Aserca Airlines will provide 
most (14) of these charter 
and/or extra flights.

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Police say no sign third party 
involved in Berezovsky death 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
police said on Sunday they 
had found no evidence so far 
that anyone else was in¬ 
volved in the death of exiled 
oligarch and Kremlin critic 
Boris Berezovsky at his man¬ 
sion outside London. 

Police revealed that Bere¬ 
zovsky, 67, was found by one 
of his employees on the floor 
of his bathroom at the house 
in the upmarket town of 
Ascot on Saturday. 

Paramedics went to the 
house but Berezovsky was 
dead when they arrived. 

Police said the death re¬ 
mained "unexplained” but 
their initial investigation sug¬ 
gested that no-one else was 
involved. 

Police said an employee of 
Berezovsky had called the 
ambulance service on Satur¬ 
day after he forced open a 
door of a bathroom which 
was locked from the inside 
and discovered the tycoon's 
body on the floor. 

The employee was the 


only other person in the 
house at the time that the 
body was found, police said. 

Berezovsky emigrated to 
Britain in 2000 after falling 
out with President Vladimir 
Putin. He was granted politi¬ 
cal asylum in 2003 and used 
Britain as a springboard for 
attacks on Putin. 

The suddenness of his 
death will inevitably lead to 
speculation. Berezovsky sur¬ 
vived one assassination at¬ 
tempt in Russia in 1995 in 
which a bomb decapitated his 
chauffeur, and openly ex¬ 
pressed fears that his life was 
in danger. 

His friend and fellow 
Kremlin critic Alexander 
Litvinenko died an agonising 
death from radioactive poi¬ 
soning in London in 2006, in 
what Litvinenko's widow has 
said was an assassination by 
Russian agents. 

A close confidante of for¬ 
mer Russian president Boris 
Yeltsin, Berezovsky was one 
of a handful of businessmen 


who became billionaires fol¬ 
lowing the privatisation of 
Russian state assets in the 
1990s. 

But he fell out with 
Yeltsin's successor, Putin, and 
fled Russia in 2000 just in 
time to escape arrest on fraud 
charges. 

In London, Berezovsky 
became one of the Kremlin's 
most outspoken critics and is 
believed to have given finan¬ 
cial support to a circle of ex¬ 
iled Russian critics that 
included Litvinenko. 

After the news of Bere¬ 
zovsky's death emerged, 
Kremlin spokesman Dmitry 
Peskov said the oligarch had 
written to Putin recently say¬ 
ing he wanted to come home. 

"He asked Putin for for¬ 
giveness for his mistakes and 
asked him to obtain the op¬ 
portunity to return to the 
motherland," he said. 

But associates of Bere¬ 
zovsky on Sunday cast doubt 
on the existence of the letter. 

"I absolutely don’t believe 
in this letter. This is not pos¬ 
sible," opposition activist An¬ 
drei Sidelnikov told TV Rain. 

Venezuela 
campaign a 
war of good vs 
evil 

CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuelan opposition candi¬ 
date Henrique Capriles raised 
the rhetorical stakes Sunday, 
casting his campaign against 
interim president Nicolas 
Maduro as a spiritual struggle 
of good versus evil. 

Capriles, 40, is running 
against Maduro to succeed 
the late leftist firebrand Hugo 
Chavez in April 14 elections. 

"I feel that this fight... has 
become a spiritual struggle of 
a divine character, because 
those who live in Venezuela 
feel that this has become a 
struggle to break down a wall 
of evil," Capriles said. 

Referring to his oppo¬ 
nent's camp, the Miranda 
state governor warned that 
"those who tell lies" and "use 
their power to blackmail or 
manipulate" the people "take 
the side of evil." 

"Those who believe in the 
truth... are on the side of 
good, and are those who want 
to defeat evil," added 
Capriles, as he repeated his 
criticism of the ruling party 
for abusing state resources to 
campaign. 

The youthful governor lost 
October elections to Chavez, 
who died March 5 after los¬ 
ing a fight to cancer. 

Campaigning officially 
begins on April 2. 


Swedes mystified by seal pup found 
in forest 

SWEDEN, Alvkarleby : A 
seal pup lies in the snow 
after it was found in a for¬ 
est in eastern Sweden on 
March 24, 2013, almost six 
kilometres (four miles) 
from the closest body of 
open water. "A somewhat 
confused person called 
and said he was out walk¬ 
ing in the woods where he 
had found a seal pup. I 
thought he was joking at 
first," Uppsala police in¬ 
spector Henrik Pederson 
told news agency TT.

New Yorkers march for 
US gay rights before 
hearings 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Several 
hundred people marched in 
New York on Sunday to sup¬ 
port the legalization of gay 
marriage, two days before the 
US Supreme Court is due to 
examine the issue. 

The protest began in front 
of the Stonewall Inn, a 
renowned bar where a gay 
rights revolt got underway in 
1969, and ended with a rally 
in Washington Square in the 
neighborhood of Greenwich 


Village. 

Activists said other 
marches were taking place in 
scores of cities. 

New York has allowed 
same-sex unions since 2011, 
but federal law still refuses to 
recognize them. 

"I see the light at the end 
the tunnel," said Cathy 
Marino-Thomas, co-presi¬ 
dent of gay rights group Mar¬ 
riage Equality USA. 

She was speaking ahead of 
hearings on Tuesday and 
Wednesday at the Supreme 
Court reviewing two separate 
cases that will throw the le¬ 
gality of gay marriage into 
the spotlight. 

Nine of the 50 US states 
and the US capital Washing¬ 
ton allow same-sex unions, 
while many more still pro¬ 
hibit them.

NY mayor to pour millions into gun 
control campaign 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - New 
York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said Sunday he 
will invest $12 million in a na¬ 
tionwide ad campaign to 
counter the powerful US gun 
lobby and rally support for 
background checks in gun 
sales. 

"We’re running ads around 
the country. We have people 
manning phone banks and call¬ 
ing. We're trying to do every¬ 
thing we can to impress upon 
the senators that this is what 
the survivors want," 
Bloomberg told NBC's "Meet 
the Press." 

"I don't think there's ever 
been an issue where the public 
has spoken so clearly where 
Congress hasn't eventually un¬ 
derstood and done the right 
thing." 

Bloomberg declined to say 
whether he would directly tar¬ 
get congressional candidates in 
the 2014 election, but said he 
would be spending $12 million 
on ads in around a dozen 
states. 

"If 90 percent of the public 
wants something and their rep¬ 
resentatives vote against that, 


common sense says they are 
going to have a price to pay," 
Bloomberg said. 

Wayne LaPierre, head of the 
powerful National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation, brushed off the billion¬ 
aire mayor's plans, telling the 
same news program that his 
group's members had already 
mobilized to oppose new gun 
control legislation. 

Bloomberg is "going to find 
out this is a country of the peo¬ 
ple, by the people, and for the 
people. And he can't spend 
enough of his $27 billion to try 
to impose his will on the 
American public," LaPierre 
said. 

"We have people all over, 
millions of people, sending us 
$5, $10, $15 checks, saying 
stand up to this guy." 

He said the NRA would sup¬ 
port a better system of keeping 
records on the mentally ill and 
convicted criminals, as well as 
harsher penalties for individu¬ 
als who use firearms to com¬ 
mit crimes. 

The dueling interviews 
came 100 days after the New¬ 
town school massacre, in 
which the killing of 20 chil¬ 


dren by a young man armed 
with an assault rifle reignited 
the country's gun control de¬ 
bate. 

Bloomberg has said he will 
focus his campaign on legisla¬ 
tion to expand background 
checks, which is seen as hav¬ 
ing a much better chance of 
succeeding than an outright 
ban on assault weapons or 
high-capacity magazines. 

The Senate's top Democrat 
Harry Reid last week dropped 
a proposal to ban the sale of as¬ 
sault weapons, including the 
one used in the Sandy Hook 
killings, saying it had little 
chance of passing. 

The Senate majority leader 
said he was instead introducing 
a bill with three other gun vio¬ 
lence prevention measures, in¬ 
cluding a requirement for 
background checks for all gun 
sales, and would bring it to a 
vote in April. 

Bloomberg, whose esti¬ 
mated $27 billion fortune 
makes him the seventh richest 
person in the United States, 
has made headlines recently 
for his proposals to curb sales 
of giant servings of soft drinks. 


KARACHI (AFP) - Pakistan's 
former military ruler Pervez 
Musharraf returned home on 
Sunday after more than four 
years in exile, defying a Taliban 
death threat and vowing to risk 
his life to "save" the country. 

The upcoming election will 
be the first democratic transi¬ 
tion of power in the history of 
the nuclear-armed country 
dominated by periods of mili¬ 
tary rule and struggling with a 
weak economy, chronic insta¬ 
bility and poverty. 

Shortly before Musharraf s 
arrival, Pakistan selected a 
caretaker prime minister, re¬ 
tired judge Mir Hazar Khan 
Khoso, to guide the country 
through the elections. 

Musharraf s power base has 
all but evaporated and he is not 
thought likely to win more than 
a couple of seats for his All 
Pakistan Muslim League party, 
which he founded in self-im¬ 
posed exile with the help of 
Pakistani expatriates. 

Musharraf faces several 
court cases related to his time 
in office and he remains a 
highly controversial figure in a 
country struggling to shake off 
the legacy of extended periods 
of military rule. 


The outgoing government 
has rolled back much of the 
constitutional meddling of 
Musharraf and his predecessors. 

Only hundreds of people 
greeted him at the airport, beat¬ 
ing drums, dancing, waving 
flags and scattering rose petals. 
When he left the airport in a 
giant convoy, flanked by secu¬ 
rity protection, no one lined the 
main highway. 

A court has granted him 
temporary reprieve from arrest, 
but he is wanted over the 2007 
assassination of former premier 
Benazir Bhutto; the 2006 death 
of Akbar Bugti, a Baluch rebel 
leader; and the 2007 sacking of 
judges. 

Security concerns forced 
him to scrap plans to hold a 
public rally at the Karachi tomb 
of Pakistan's founding father 
Mohammad Ali Jinnah after 
the Taliban threatened to send 
a squad of suicide bombers to 
assassinate him. 

Musharraf seized power in a 
bloodless coup as army chief in 
1999 but left the country after 
resigning in 2008, when Asif 
Ali Zardari was elected presi¬ 
dent following the murder of 
his wife, Bhutto.

Bill Gates offers $100,000 
grant for improved condoms 



—He’s revolutionised polio 
treatment, personal comput¬ 
ers and the toilet - but now 
former Microsoft CEO Bill 
Gates has a more intimate 
challenge in his sights: the 
condom. 

The Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation has an¬ 
nounced a $100,000 prize for 
whoever designs the ’’next 
generation” of prophylactics, 
with $1 million more avail¬ 
able in continued funding to 
the winner. 

Condoms are used by an 
estimated 750 million people 
worldwide but the rubber 
sheath design still suffers 
from complaints that too 
much pleasure is sacrificed 
for safety. 

”The primary drawback 
from the male perspective is 


that condoms decrease pleas¬ 
ure as compared to no con¬ 
dom”, says the Foundation's 
description of the challenge. 

For female condoms the 
same holds true - with the 
added problem that they "re¬ 
quire proper insertion train¬ 
ing and are substantially 
more expensive than their 
male counterparts”. 

Couples that eschew con¬ 
traceptives altogether are at 
far greater risk of sexually 
transmitted infections and 
unwanted pregnancies. 

Ideas for how to make the 
condom better - and improve 
the sex lives of close to a bil¬ 
lion people - should be sent 
with substantial proof of con¬ 
cept to the Foundation for re¬ 
view.

Wbrld landmarks go 
dark for Earth Hour

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Empire State Building, the 
Eiffel Tower and the Kremlin 

— along with a slew of other 
landmarks around the world - 
went dark Saturday to draw at¬ 
tention to climate change. 

In a symbolic show of sup¬ 
port for the planet, people 
across the continents switched 
off their lights for 60 minutes 

— all at 8:30 pm local time — 
to make ’’Earth Hour.” 

Only obligatory security 
lights remained aglow on the 
Ferris Wheel at the Santa 
Monica pier several hours later 
as dozens of California com¬ 
munities joined in. 

The pylons at Los Angeles 
International Airport displayed 
solid green while lights were 
turned off or dimmed for an 
hour at venues in the city, in¬ 
cluding the STAPLES Center 
and the Nokia Theatre. 

Further south in Brazil, Rio 
de Janeiro's Christ the Re¬ 
deemer statue took the plunge 
into temporary darkness, along 
with the city's famous 
Ipanema Beach. 

In Argentina's capital 
Buenos Aires, the city's 
Obelisk, planetarium and other 
monuments and public build¬ 
ings did the same. 

In Paris, the city of light, 


Blackstone, Icahn seen likely to offer 
bids for Dell 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Invest¬ 
ment fund Blackstone sent a 
letter to Dell late Friday indi¬ 
cating it was finalizing a 
countoffer to buy it out, a 
source told AFP. 

Billionaire Carl Icahn also 
notified the computer maker he 
was working on a firm bid, the 
Wall Street Journal reported on 


its website, citing people fa¬ 
miliar with the matter. 

In February, Dell unveiled 
plans to go private in a $24.4 
billion deal. The private equity 
buyout led by founder 
Michael Dell, backed by eq¬ 
uity investment firm Silver 
Lake, would give shareholders 
$13.65 per share. The com¬ 


pany had set a Friday deadline 
for alternative offers. 

According to the Wall 
Street Journal, the Blackstone 
letter does not detail a bid but 
"offers a range that is higher 
than the existing $13.65 per 
share offer but lower than $15 
per share.” 


the Eiffel Tower turned off its 
illumination — but only for 
five minutes due to security 
reasons. 

Moscow's Kremlin mean¬ 
while went dark for a full hour 
for the first time, following a 
decision by President Vladimir 
Putin. 

Saint Mark's Square in the 
heart of Venice switched off its 
lighting, turning to candles in¬ 
stead. 

In the Serbian capital Bel¬ 
grade, the national parliament, 
the national museum and all 
five bridges were among the 
landmarks that went without 
illumination. 

In neighboring Bosnia, the 
lights went out at Sarajevo 
cathedral and at the Old 
Bridge in the southwestern 
town of Mostar, which dates 
back to the Ottoman Empire. 

Earlier, Sydney had kicked 
off the event to cheers and ap¬ 
plause from a small crowd that 
had gathered to see the skyline 
dim and Sydney Opera House 
turn a deep green to symbolize 
renewable energy. 

"Earth Hour” originated in 
Sydney with a simple appeal 
to people and businesses to 
turn off their lights for an hour 
to raise awareness of carbon 
pollution.

China Finance Minister: 

EU may not solve 
debt woes in 10 yrs 


Cyprus president in bailout 
battle issues, 'quit* threat 


BEIJING- The development of 
China will provide more op¬ 
portunities and stronger impe¬ 
tus for the world economy, 
Chinese vice premier Zhang 
Gaoli told a forum here on 
Sunday. 

Zhang made the remarks at 
the China Development 
Forum, which serves as a sig¬ 
nificant platform for business 
and academic leaders to inter¬ 
act with China's top decision 
makers and economic plan¬ 
ners. 

Meanwhile the finance min¬ 
ister said on Sunday it was un¬ 
clear whether the Euro zone 
would solve its debt problems 
over tin he next lOyrs sug¬ 
gested further turmoil would 
complicate efforts to reduce 
Beijing's fiscal deficits. 

While China's new Presi¬ 
dent Xi Jinping jetted into Tan¬ 
zania Sunday on the first stop 
of his three-nation Africa tour 
that underscores Beijing's 
growing presence in the re- 
source-rich continent. 

Xi flew into the east African 
nation's economic capital Dar 
es Salaam from Moscow, the 
opening stage of his first for¬ 
eign trip since being anointed 
president 10 days ago.

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Cypriot 
President Nicos Anastasiades 
warned Sunday he may be 
forced to quit as he battled 
Brussels bailout bosses, with 
the clock ticking on a dead¬ 
line to avert bankruptcy and a 
potential exit from the euro. 

The development was re¬ 
ported by the Cyprus News 
Agency citing sources at the 
presidential palace, as Anas¬ 
tasiades fought to unlock ur¬ 
gently-needed bailout cash 
from the big players — the 
heads of the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank, International Mon¬ 
etary Fund, European Union 
and eurozone. 

"Do you want to force me 
to resign?" the agency quoted 
Anastasiades as telling EU 
and IMF chiefs in the snow- 
covered Belgian capital. 

"I am giving you one pro¬ 
posal, and you do not accept 
it. I give you another and it's 
the same. What else do you 


want me to do?" he was 
quoted as saying. 

The crunch meeting was 
called after the ECB threat¬ 
ened to halt life-support fund¬ 
ing for Cyprus today if there 
was no deal. 

The banks in Cyprus were 
due to re-open on Tuesday 
after a 10-day shutdown, al¬ 
though as the talks progressed, 
the two biggest lenders on the 
island slashed cash machine 
withdrawal limits as low as 
100 euros per day. 

Cyprus has agreed to break 
up one of these banks and 
move big deposits into a new 
"bad" bank that will see a 
"haircut" forced on investors 
whose money will likely re¬ 
main tied up for years. 

But Nicosia was resisting 
the pressure on the biggest 
one, the Bank of Cyprus, 
which holds a third of all de¬ 
posits on the island. 

Bailout bosses are de¬ 
manding what French Fi¬ 
nance Minister Pierre 
Moscovici called a "just" 
contribution from the very 
biggest depositors — includ¬ 
ing Russian oligarchs and 
Moscow government agen¬ 
cies. 

Otherwise, a promised 10 
billion euros ($13 billion) of 
taxpayer loans would not be 
forthcoming, leaving Cyprus 
facing default and an ousting 
from the single currency area. 

German Finance Minister 


Wolfgang Schaeuble said the 
Cypriot government needed 
to adopt a "realistic" view, as 
a follow-through meeting 
with Eurogroup finance min¬ 
isterial peers was pushed 
back twice already after six 
hours of talks. 

As Anastasiades consulted 
with party leaders back in 
Nicosia, key ministers said 
the overall numbers had not 
changed from a week ago, 
when an initial plan to raid all 
savings collapsed amid pub¬ 
lic anger. 

The idea now is that only 
deposits over 100,000 euros, 
the cut-off for an EU-level in¬ 
surance guarantee, are hit. 

Meanwhile Hundreds of 
Cypriot demonstrators rallied 
outside EU offices and the 
presidential palace in Nicosia 
on Sunday calling on the 
government to defy interna¬ 
tional pressure to take a 
"criminal" bailout. 

As they awaited the result 
of last-ditch talks in Brussels, 
the protesters slammed Pres¬ 
ident Nicos Anastasiades and 
the so-called troika of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund and the 
European Central Bank. 

Party member Andreas, a 
pensioner who declined to 
give his surname, told AFP 
that the troika were "not con¬ 
sidering the people of 
Cyprus, but only figures and 
money.

Michael Jackson's children to testify in 
AEG wrongful death suit 



— Paris Jackson, the 14-year- 
old daughter of Michael Jack- 
son, is being questioned 
Thursday about her father's 
last days as part of her family's 
wrongful death lawsuit against 
a concert promoter. 

In addition, Jackson 
lawyers told the judge in a 


court filing this week they 
were concerned that lawyers 
for AEG Live, the company 
accused of liability in Jack- 
son's death, were "behaving 
aggressively and erratically" 
in their questioning of the 
Jackson children. 

AEG Live asked Los Ange¬ 


les Superior Judge Yvette 
Palazuelos to order Blanket 
Jackson to appear for a deposi¬ 
tion, but his doctor warned it 
would be "medically detrimen¬ 
tal" to the 10-year-old boy, ac¬ 
cording to the court filing. 

The wrongful death lawsuit 
is a high-stakes contest. 
Prince, Paris, Blanket and their 
grandmother, Katherine Jack- 
son, are suing AEG Live for 
billions of dollars. The trial is 
set to begin in Los Angeles 
next month 

During the upcoming trial, 
the judge says AEG will be al¬ 
lowed to bring up Michael 
Jackson's past child molesta¬ 
tion case, which AEG will 
argue left the singer despon¬ 
dent and reliant on drugs.

CARACAS (AFP)-Capriles 
lost his last presidential bid to 
Hugo Chavez, and as he pre¬ 
pares for Venezuela's April 14 
elections, his main rival ap¬ 
pears to be the ghost of the late 
leader. 

Capriles, 40, is the candi¬ 
date of the unified opposition 
in the race to succeed Chavez. 
He is running against former 
bus driver, ex-foreign minister 
and acting President Nicolas 
Maduro, the hand-picked suc¬ 
cessor of the "comandante." 


Campaigning of¬ 
ficially begins on 
April 2, but the can¬ 
didates have already 
started courting 
votes in a highly 
confrontational pre¬ 
campaign. 

The opposition is 
confident of a win. 

"This is the 
biggest chance to de¬ 
feat them in 15 
years," campaign co¬ 
ordinator Carlos 
Ocariz told AFP. 

"We know it will 
be difficult, but we 
have an excellent candidate, 
and Maduro has steered the 
country into an authentic dis¬ 
aster." 

Chavez overwhelmed 
Venezuela's political scene be¬ 
tween 1999, when he took of¬ 
fice, and March 5, when he 
died of cancer while in office. 

Capriles ran a positive cam¬ 
paign against Chavez ahead of 
last October's presidential 
elections, even as the leftist 
president slammed him as a 
pampered member of the "ran¬ 


cid oligarchy" taking orders 
from Washington. 

But with Chavez gone, the 
gloves are off — and Capriles 
is punching Maduro with all 
he's got. 

Opposition leaders see 
Maduro, 50, as a lightweight 
version of the charismatic and 
popular Chavez, believing he 
can be blamed for February's 
devaluation of the bolivar cur¬ 
rency by 32 percent, and other 
unpopular moves. 

But in death, Chavez has 
become almost as powerful as 
in life. He is deified by his left¬ 
ist supporters, who are bank¬ 
ing on a sympathy vote that 
will lift Maduro to the presi¬ 
dency. 

Maduro and the ruling social¬ 
ists are presenting Chavez's life, 
legacy and accomplishments in 
quasi-religious terms, said soci¬ 
ologist Marycleen Steling, with 
plenty of state resources at their 
disposal to do so. 

The late president "is being 
portrayed as a mythical figure, 
like an epic warrior and a holy 
being," said Steling. 

Maduro has proclaimed 


himself an "apostle" of 
Chavez, and described his 
mentor as the "Christ redeemer 
of the poor," words that have 
resonance in this Catholic na¬ 
tion during the Easter season. 

Maduro has visited sites 
closely associated with 
Chavez, reads his speeches in 
public, and constantly drops 
his name. 

The private Venezuelan 
pollster Hinterlaces said Tues¬ 


day that Maduro currently has 
an 18-point lead over Capriles. 
That's even bigger than in the 
last poll, published weeks be¬ 
fore Chavez lost his two-year 
battle with cancer. 

The opposition says that 
Maduro is hiding behind 
Chavez's legacy. One monitor¬ 
ing website claimed he has 
mentioned Chavez's name 
4,500 times since the late 
leader's death.

Formula One: 7 f***ed up/ admits contrite Vettel 


SEPANG, Malaysia(AFP) - 
Sebastian Vettel held nothing 
back in a grovelling apology 
for unfairly overtaking Red 
Bull team-mate Mark Webber 
to win the Malaysian Grand 
Prix Sunday, bluntly admit¬ 
ting: "If***edup." 

The frank statement, dur¬ 
ing a tense press conference 
featuring both drivers, did lit¬ 
tle to appease the emotional 
Webber, who led into the 
closing stages and had been 
told by his team that he could 
cruise to victory with Vettel 
second. 

Instead, Vettel ignored 
team orders and plunged past 
his team-mate with a risky 
overtaking manoeuvre, 
snatching his 27th grand prix 
and denying Webber his 10th. 

"I cannot say much more 
than I did a mistake, Tm not 
proud I did it. If I had the 
chance to do it again I would 
do it differently,” Vettel said. 

He added: ’’When I came 
back I saw the team's reaction 
and I had a short word with 
Mark, it hit me quite hard 
that, language, I f***ed up.” 

However Vettel, Formula 
One's youngest ever three¬ 
time world champion at 25, 
stopped short of pledging that 
he would make amends by 
handing a victory to Webber 
if given the chance. 

For Webber, who has 
played second fiddle to Vettel 
as the 25-year-old German 


won the last three world 
championships, his team¬ 
mate's behaviour was galling 
after orders were issued over 
the team radio. 

Formula One teams often 
issue orders to their drivers to 
desist from competing with 
each other in order to avoid 
mishaps once both team¬ 
mates are well placed. 

Team principal Christian 
Horner said the team would 
discuss the "frustrating” inci¬ 
dent. 


"Sebastian decided to take 
things into his own hands 
today and race Mark, thank¬ 
fully making a clean pass and 
switching the order to the 
flag,” he said. 

"Formula One is both a 
team and an individual sport 
and sometimes there is a con¬ 
flict between a driver's desire 
and a team's interest. What 
happened today is something 
that shouldn't have hap¬ 
pened,” he added. 

Webber said that while he 


was personally in favour of 
allowing teammates to com¬ 
pete, Vettel's decision to dis¬ 
obey orders could now prove 
difficult for the team in the 
future with trust now shot to 
bits between the two drivers. 

Mercedes' Lewis Hamil¬ 
ton, who finished third, was 
also contrite after team prin¬ 
cipal Ross Brawn told a frus¬ 
trated Nico Rosberg not to 
overtake his illustrious new 
stablemate in the closing 
stages. 


"I don't feel spectacular to 
be here. I think Nico de¬ 
served to be where I am 
now,” Hamilton said. "But 
obviously the team thought 
that with the position of the 
championship perhaps it was 
logical to stay in the positions 
we were in. 

Vettel now heads the For¬ 
mula One championship after 
the first two races, with Web¬ 
ber third, as he bids to be¬ 
come the youngest driver to 
win four world titles in a row.

ORLANDO (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods' pursuit of an eighth 
victory at Bay Hill and the

final round. 

Spectators were evacuated 
from the Bay Hill course as 
rain driven by high winds 
and lightning swept into the 
area, where a tornado warn¬ 
ing was issued. 

Woods had just stretched 
his lead to three shots with a 
birdie on the par-three sec¬ 
ond hole. 

The driving rain led to 
some washed-out bunkers 
and standing water on the 
course, with the repairs 
needed eventually prompting 
officials to call off play for 
the day. 

The round was to resume 
on this morning morning. 

If Woods can capture his 
eighth Arnold Palmer Invita¬ 
tional title he'll supplant 
Northern Ireland's Rory 
Mcllroy atop the world rank¬ 
ings. 

The 14-time major cham¬ 
pion has spent a record 623 
weeks on top of the world. 

But he has not paced the 
rankings since October of 
2010 after injuries and an in¬ 
famous sex scandal saw him 
tumble from the top 50.

Ethiopia returned to the top 
of Group A with seven points, 
two more than overnight lead¬ 
ers South Africa, who over¬ 


came Central African Republic 
2-0 in Cape Town thanks to 
goals from Thabo Matlaba and 
Bernard Parker. 

Tanzania scored three sec¬ 
ond-half goals to thrash four¬ 
time World Cup qualifiers 
Morocco 3-1 in Dar es Salaam 
and climb to within a point of 
Group C pacesetters Ivory 
Coast. 

Thomas Ulimwengu broke 
the deadlock a minute after 
half-time and there was a brace 
for Mbwana Samata before 
Youssef El Arabi reduced the 
arrears four minutes into stop¬ 
page time. 

This humiliating loss, cou¬ 
pled with draws against Gam¬ 
bia and Ivory Coast, means 
Morocco are all but out of the 
running for Brazil, and the fu¬ 
ture of recently appointed 
coach Rachid Taoussi must be 
in doubt.

The two have split their 
four prior encounters 2-2. Fer¬ 
rer triumphed in their last 
meeting, notching a straight- 
sets victory over the Japanese 
in the fourth round of the Aus¬ 
tralian Open. 

"It's going to be a very dif¬ 
ficult match," Ferrer said. 
"The last time I played him at 
the Australian Open I beat 
him in three sets, but I will 
have to run a lot. We will play 
a lot of rallies on the baseline. 
Nishikori, he has unbelievable 
shots. He plays with a lot of 


power. 

Ferrer broke Fognini four 
times en route to the victory in 
79 minutes. It was his third 
win over the Italian this sea¬ 
son and his sixth in six career 
meetings.

There was one point in the sec¬ 
ond half where Ohio State was 
holding on to a 13-point lead, 
but Iowa State creeped back 
into the game and even had the 
lead at one point in the final 
minutes. 

Unfortunately-their efforts 
weren’t enough as they’ll be 
watching the rest of the tourna¬ 
ment from home. 

As made as it sounds, the 
Cyclones have nobody to 
blame but themselves for this 
one considering they had the 
chance for a last-second shot at 
the end of the game if they had 
just pulled down a rebound 
that went out of bounds fol¬ 
lowing an Ohio State miss. Ei¬ 
ther way, give Craft all of the 
credit in the world for coming 
up big for the Buckeyes with a 
big win.
